Request to approve the appointment of Courtney Taylor to fill a business seat, term expiring June 30, 2018, Mark Simonin 
to fill a labor seat, term expiring June 30, 2018, and Pamela Avila to fill an economic development seat, term expiring on 

June 30, 2017, on the San Luis Obispo County Workforce Investment Board (WIB). 
 
 

DISCUSSION 
 
The Workforce Investment Act (WIA), signed into law August 7, 1998, mandates that the Chief Local Elected Official 

(CLEO) designate a Local Workforce Investment Board (WIB) to set policy direction and to oversee WIA funded 
operations.  The WIA mandates that the WIB maintain a business majority and its composition include representatives 
from business, local educational entities, labor groups, community based organizations, economic development agencies, 

and each of the One-Stop Career Center partners. The WIB is a 35-member body with several vacancies including eight 
(8) business, one (1) economic development, one (1) one-stop partner, and three (3) labor. 
 

The WIA identifies representatives of businesses in the local area as owners of businesses, chief executives or operating 
officers of business and other business executives  or employers with optimum policymaking or hiring authority that 
represent businesses with employment opportunities.  Courtney Taylor is recommended for appointment to fill a vacant 

business seat with a term expiration of 2018.  Ms. Taylor is an Associate Attorney with Duggan, Smith, and Heath and has 
experience in legal writing, contract drafting, and strategic corporate business consulting. She has served on the 
Executive Committees of the American Heart Association, SLO Heartwalk, and CASA since 2005.   

 
The WIA stipulates that there must be two representatives of economic development agencies including private and/or 
public entities. Pamela Avila is recommended to fill a vacant economic development seat. Ms. Avila is the Director of 

North County Economic Development and Director of the North County Business Resource Center for the Paso Robles 
Chamber of Commerce. She also serves on the Advisory Council for Virgo Publishing, the Executive Council for 
CompTIA, and is Principal for the Sierra Summit Group.   

 
The WIA requires representatives of labor organizations be nominated by local labor federations.  Mark Simonin is 
recommended for appointment to fill a vacant labor seat. Mr. Simonin belongs to the IBEW Local 639 as its Business 

Manager and has been a member of the labor union for over 25 years. Mr. Simonin also serves the SLO Central Labor 
Council as its Chair, as a delegate to the Tri-Counties Building Trade, Secretary to the SLO Apprenticeship Training 
Committee and as Chair of the SLO Labor and Management Committee.
